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7 REMARKS 

8 Reconsideration of the application in view of the above amendments and the following 

9 remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-14 and 22-35 are pending in this application. Claims 1 and 26 have been amended. 

1 1 Claims 1 and 26 have been amended to coned grammatical errors, and to introduce the 

1 2 word "signal" to specifically point out that that both dark current and light produce signals, 
quote "where t , is a short enough rime that dark current signals and projected light produced 
signals are small compared to offset signals in pixels of the first CMOS array". 

15 The office action states that Claims 1 . 22, and 26 are rejected under Section 35 U.S C

Examiner is correct in stating that dark current is always present in the sensor. Examiner 
is incorrect in stating that the dark current is "reganiless of the exposure time". The dark 
current signal is proportional to the exposure time., as is the light produced signal. It is well 
known to practitioners of the art that the signals returned by CCD and CMOS detectors are 
charges, which are the integral of the current over a time. As the integration time goes to zero, 

22 both these signals go to zero. The Offset signals, however, are independent of the integration 

23 time, and can be deteimined by the method of the invention, by setting the "exposure time" or 

24 "integration time" to a small enough value that the offset signals are very much larger than the 

25 dark current or light induced current signals.
